2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The process 
of claim 1 is not suggested nor disclosed by the prior art of record. Closest prior art 
includes Yamaguchi (US 5502215), who does not disclose nor suggest separating the 
melt crystallized fractions prior to adding water and cooling, and Van Gansberghe (US 
6800767) who discloses the extractive crystallization followed by melt crystallization 
(opposite to the step sequence claimed). The Examiner found the sequence of said 
steps to be critical to the invention of Van Gansberghe, see pg 6 of the action dated 
11/2/07.
